ton, Jan. 26 and 27, haye been issued. 


Keceipta for insurance premiums, 


gas, water arid telephone bills and the 
like, when paid by banks and charged 
to depositor's accounts, must have a 
two cent stamp affixed thereto as or- 
ders for the payment sf money. 


Special tax is not required to be 


paid for a poultry show to which an 
admission price is charged simply to 
pay the expenses, and not for pecuniary 
benefit of the association giving the 
show, or for any of its members.
